HONG KONG — Nguyen 
Thi Binh, the foreign minister 
of the Viet Cong Provisional 
Revolutionary Government, 
has slammed Canada for 
“paralysing the International 
Commission of Control and 
Supervision,” Radio Peking 
reported todqy. 

In a note Spirit July 2 to the 
chairman of the ICCS, Minf. 
Binh also charged that the 
Canadian delegation on the 
ICCS "has taken actions in 
contravention of the letter and 
spirit of the Paris agFce- 
ment.” 

The Canadian actions, the 
note claimed, are aimed at 
"covering up the serious vio¬ 
lations of the Paris agreement 
on Vietnam by the U.S. and 
the Saigon administration.” 

The note pointed out that 
since the signing of the joint 
communique in Paris on June 
13, 1973, the ICCS had not held 
a single meeting to discuss 
the work of the ICCS regard¬ 
ing the implementation of the 
joint communique. 

Quoting q report by the Viet 
Cong Giaiphong press agency, 
the radio said the note had 
demanded that “the Canadian 
delegation should end its act 
of paralysing the ICCS and 
that the ICCS should resume 
its sessions as soon as possi¬ 
ble.” 

Mrs. Binh had pledged in 
the note that “the PRG has 
always been ready to help 
and co-operate with the ICCS. 
It will do the same in the fu¬

The Cambodian govern¬ 
ment, facing rebel attacks 
within 10 miles of the capital 
and withdrawal of U.S. bomb¬ 
ing support in 40 days, said 
Friday it is ready to accept 
an immediate ceasefire and 
negotiate peace with deposed 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk. 

The announcement by 
Foreign Minister Long Boret 
reversed all previous policy 
statements of the government 


of Marshal Lon Nol, who oust¬ 
ed Sihanouk March 18, 1970, 
in a move that launched the 
war in Cambodia. 

However, in Peking, Sihan¬ 
ouk rejected the “trap” of ne¬ 
gotiations with the United 
States and called for urgent 
aid in arms and ammunition 
from all the “friendly coun¬ 
tries.” 

Speaking at a banquet here 
given by Chinese Premier 
Chou En-lai, Sihanouk 
launched a veritable declara¬ 


tion of war against one person 
— U.S. President Richard 
Nixon — whom he accused of 
wanting to “unjustly con¬ 
demn to death the Khmer 
people” in the most massive 
bombardments of the In¬ 
dochina war, bombardments 
being carried out in contempt 
of the American people and 
Congress. 

Chpu En-lai, who spoke be¬ 
fore Sihanouk, condemned 
several times the “American 
aggression” in Cambodia, ad-

VANCOUVER (CP) — In 
his first major policy speech 
since he was appointed pro¬ 
vincial minister of industry 
eight weeks ago, lawyer Gary 
Lauk called on businessmen 
Friday to be unafraid of the 
socialists and join them in en¬ 
hancing social justice in B.C. 

The 32-year-old cabinet 
minister said the B.C. govern¬ 
ment would take a position in 
the private sector only where 
a region needed support and 
never where an area was al¬ 
ready prospering under pri¬ 
vate business and industry. 

Lauk said the recent acqui¬ 
sition by the government of 
Platdhu Mills Ltd. of Van- 
derhoof was “supplementary 
and ancillary to our northwest 
B.C. development policy and 
was made necessary by the 
plans of private enterprise to 
withdraw from the area.” 


SAIGON (CP) - Heli¬ 
copters took off this morning 
for what may be a three-day 
search for two Canadian of¬ 
ficers missing for 10 days in 
Viet Cong-controlled territory. 

The hunt began with the 
blessing of the Viet Cong, 
whose spokesmen have insist¬ 
ed they do not know where 
Captains Ian Patten of Toron¬ 
to and Fletcher Thomson of 
Ottawa are to be found. 

The helicopters headed for 
the general area of Xuan Loc, 
and the searchers were ex¬ 
pected first to visit the Viet 
Cong divisional headquarters 
there. 

The searchers are expected 
to go to two other sites in the 
. territory controlled by the 
communists before finally, on 
Monday, reaching the area 
where the officers disap¬ 
peared. 

Canadian authorities re¬ 
fused all comment and infor¬ 
mation about the search. 
They would not even say it 
had started. 

The Viet Cong said Friday 
that safety agreements had 
been worked out and that a 
search could begin. 

It was learned here that the 
searching helicopters are car¬ 
rying two Canadian officers 
and two NCOs, two Hungarian 
Peace observers and at least 
three representatives of the 
Viet Cong’s Provisional Revo¬ 
lutionary Government. It was 
not clear whether any South 
Vietnamese government rep¬ 
resentatives were aboard. 


Hungary is chairman this 
month of the International 
Commission of Control and 
Supervision and joined the Ca¬ 
nadians in negotiating ar¬ 
rangements for the search. 

United States sources have 
said intelligence reports in¬ 
dicate Patten and Fletcher 
are within the Viet Cong 
area in which they dis¬ 


appeared and are being well 
treated. 

They disappeared June 28 
during a road trip from Xuan 
Loc, about 40 miles northeast 
of Saigon. The Canadians 
maintained the officers were 
on official duties for Interna¬ 
tional Commission of Control 
and Supervision while the Viet 
Cong claimed they were not.

Huang Chen, who was flown 
to the Western White House 
aboard a presidential jet and 
given red carpet treatment, 
held a two-hour meeting with 
presidential adviser Henry 
Kissinger and then met with 
Nixon. 

• In Washington. Defence 
Secretary James Schlesingcr 
defended stepped-up Ameri¬ 
can bombing of Cambodia and 
said Nixon may have to ask 
Congress for renewed bomb¬ 
ing authority after the Aug. 15 
cutoff date. 

• Kissinger continued to 
leave open a possibility that 
he would meet with Sihanouk 
on his forthcoming visit to 
China. 

Kissinger was asked by re¬ 
porters if he took seriously 
statements in Peking by Si¬ 
hanouk that he would not talk 
with Kissinger. 

“That is almost inconceiv¬ 
able to me,” Kissinger re¬ 
plied. He said he did not want 
to comment about Cambodian 
peace negotiations now in 
progress. 


Currency Shuffle Rumored 


FRANKFURT (API - The 
United States dollar hit new 
lows for the ninth consecutive 
day Friday, bringing turmoil 
to European, exchanges and 
rumors of a hew realignment 
of major currencies this 
weekend. 

The head of the Swiss na¬ 
tional bank said the monetary 
situation is out of control He 
asked how long the U.S. was 
prepared to "watch idly” the 


continued dollar slump with¬ 
out intervening in the market 
to buy dollars. 

The value Of a dollar 
dropped 3 per cent in 24 hours 
on the Zurich market, to a 
record, low of 2.705 Swiss 
francs. 

In Paris, it dropped through 
its pyschological barrier of 
four francs to an all-time low 
of 3.86 francs.

Morrow Back on Case, 
Indians Whoopwith Joy 


YELLOWKNIFE, N.W.T. 
(CP) — Treaty Indians of the 
Northwest Territories Friday 
won their case to have an 
outspoken northern judge. 
William Morrow, remain in 
control of a controversial case 
over claims to 400,000 square 
miles of land. 

Federal Court Judge Frank 
Collier dismissed an applica¬ 
tion from the federal justice 
department for a writ of pro¬ 
hibition banning Morrow from 
continuing with the hearing 
into the Indians’ claim. 

The judgment brought a 
whoop of joy from a three- 
man team of lawyers repre¬ 
senting the Indian Broth¬ 
erhood of the N.W.T. It had 
been arguing that Morrow 
had jurisdiction over the case.

The brotherhood had want¬ 
ed its claim heard by a judge 
who was familiar with the pe¬ 
culiar situations and condi¬ 
tions in the north. 

Morrow, as the sole 
member of the Supreme Court 
of the -Northwest Territories, 
lives in Yellowknife and trav¬ 
els throughout the north to 
hear cases. 

He had called the federal 
manoeuvre to oust him from 
the case an affront to his 
court and a “breach of consti¬ 
tutional etiquette” because 
one judge was set against an¬ 
other.

There, the dollar 
strengthened slightly against 
the weak pound. 

A new dollar devaluation, the 
third in 19 months, was ruled 
out in Washington by Paul 
Volcker, treasury undersecre¬ 
tary for monetary affairs. 

Volcker said monetary mar¬ 
kets “have overdone it recent¬ 
ly” and undervalued the dol¬ 
lar.

RCMP officials and federal 
prosecutors are now pressing 
two serious narcotics charges 
against the 20 persons arrest¬ 
ed last weekend in northwest 
Vancouver Island waters in 
the Marysville-Gondola case. 

A joint charge of conspiracy 
to possess cannabis resin, the 
legal.pame of hashish, for the 
purjjose of trafficking was 
read against all 20 in Provin¬ 
cial .Court at North Van¬ 
couver. 

And a charge of” conspiracy 
to import narcotics, already 
laid against the seven men 
aboard the Canadian fishboat 
Gondola, was broadened to in¬ 
clude three of the men aboard 
the former U.S. minesweeper 
Marysville. 

One of the three was Alex¬ 
ander Edward deRenzy, 37, 
skipper and owner of the 
Marysville and a well-known 
San Francisco blue movie 
maker. 

The federal justice depart¬ 
ment’s decision to go ahead 
with narcotics charges came 
only one day after the RCMP 
announced the discovery 
Wednesday of a big narcotics 
cache near where the Marys¬ 
ville dnrf Gondola met for 2Va 
hours late June 29.

French-Canadian passengers refused to con¬ 
tinue their flight without a French-speaking 
cabin attendant on board. 

The French-speaking passengers had 
boarded the flight in Montreal, but the 
French-speaking crew was changed in Win¬ 
nipeg. 

When it became apparent that no member 
of the new cabin crew spoke French, the 26, 
who were bound for Calgary, demanded a 
French-speaking stewardess be brought 
aboard. 

TTie aircraft’s captain, who received the 
demand as the aircraft was taxiing toward 
the runway, elected to abort the takeoff and 
return to the terminal. 

When it was discovered that no French- 


speaking stewardess was available, a 
French-speaking passenger agent joined the 
flight crew. 

An airline spokesman said that some time 
ago Air Canada had given the federal gov¬ 
ernment an undertaking that wherever possi¬ 
ble, French-speaking personnel would be 
available at all Canadian points. 

“It al$o stated that every effort would be 
made t6 serve passengers in their own lan¬ 
guage — English or French,” the spokesman 
said. 

However, he added, ‘'where French is not 
— by any means — the language of the ma¬ 
jority, the proportion of French-speaking em¬ 
ployees to English-speaking employees is lim¬ 
ited.

by kidnappers after 18 days in 
captivity, told friends Friday 
he was confined in a tent in¬ 
side a house. 

Thompson. 50, managing 
director of the Argentine sul>- 
sidiary of the Firestone Tire 
and Rubber Co., was released 
Thursday after his kidnappers 
were reported to have been 


paid a record $3 million in 
ransom. 

He went immediately to the 
home of friends in a Buenos 
Aires suburb. 

The money was handed 
over at a downtown hotel to a 
guerrilla and his companions 
took it in an armored car, in¬ 
formed sources said. The ran¬ 
som was negotiated openly 
over a table at the hotel by 
the guerrilla and Firestone of¬ 
ficials, the sources said.

However, it was 
known the RCMP, Canadian 
forces and U.S. Bureau of 
Narcotics started work on the 
case months ago after receiv¬ 
ing information in the U.$.

The bill would suspend the 
work of the 10 provincial elec¬ 
toral boundaries commissions, 
which have drafted new con¬ 


stituency boundaries on the 
basis of the 1971 census. The 
new boundaries, in many 
cases, add Commons seats in 
urban areas while subtracting 
from less-densely populated 
regions. 


RCMP Probing

But in an exchange about 
alleged links between Liberal 
politicians and organized 
crime, the premier refused to 
say whether any information 
short of proof had been sub¬ 
mitted to him. 

Bourassa said he does not 
consider it in the public inter¬ 
est to reveal anything about 
such information. 

Burns’ questioning was cut 
short by the Speaker but he 
later told reporters he was 
going to ask the premier if 
Choquette would he asked to 
resign. 

Other recent disclosures of 
police wiretapping include: 

• Tapes taken of tele¬ 
phone calls made by Jean- 
Jacques Saulnier, Montreal 
police chief; 

• Tapes used at the po¬ 
lice inquiry into organized 
crime which showed the ex¬ 
tent of the underworld’s in¬ 
volvement in gambling and 
other schemes; 

• Electronic surveillance 
of policemen in their off hours 
which, one newspaper said, 
showed that 20 Montreal and 
provincial police officers were 
implicated with known prosti¬ 
tutes. 

A police spokesman later 
said the officers under inves¬ 
tigation were involved in noth¬ 
ing more than certain “frivo¬ 
lities.”

VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Speculation in raw land is a 
major contributor to high 
housing costs on the Lower 
Mainland and the Greater 
Vancouver Regional. District 
plans higher taxes to curb it, 
according to Vancouver 
Mayor Art Phillips. 

Phillips, chairman of the 
GVRD planning committee, 
said this week that various 
plans were being considered 
to deal with the problem and 
action can be expected in the 
fall. 

These included an outright 
Imposition of a higher tax 
rate on raw land, than on de¬ 
veloped land, or a reduction 
of taxes on improvements and 
an increase in all land taxes. 
He said the net effect of this 
would be to leave the taxes on 
improved land as they are but 
would raise it on raw land. 

“Our objective is to make 
the carrying <rf raw land a lot 
more expensive than it is,” 
said Phillips. 

Phillips said the GVRD has 
about 29,000 acres of un¬ 
developed land that is zoned 
for urban us£. 

He predicted that when'the 
full impact of the plans being 
developed by the GVRD are 
felt, land values on the Lower 
Mainland will tumble. 

He said' detailed proposals 
are now being worked out by 
the GVRD planning staff and 


will be ready for implementa¬ 
tion in the fall. 

Phillips said there is a 
great deal of unwise land buy¬ 
ing going on, mostly by what 
he called amateur specula¬ 
tors. 

He said that among other 
steps being urged by the 
GVRD is the imposition of 
higher taxes than Canadians 
pay on land owned by foreign¬ 
ers. 

Suph a move would require 
provincial legislation. 

Phillips made the state¬ 
ments during u news confer¬ 
ence in which he outlined dis¬ 
cussions of a closed door ses¬ 
sion on housing Wednesday at 
the University of B.C. 

The conference was attend¬ 
ed by Lome Nicholson, min¬ 
ister without portfolio respon¬ 
sible for housing and federal 
officials, as well as represent¬ 
atives and developers. 

Phillips said the meeting 


agreed that the shortage of 
serviced land was the real 
problem in the housing shor¬ 
tage.

Chile, Peru and Mexico, for example, are claiming 
rights up to 200 miles from tidewater. Canada has 
tentatively put forward a proposition for control of 
the continental shelf which, in places, extends even 
farther. 

’ Such claims would not mean that a nation 
would close these waters to foreign fishermen; Jbyt 
^rather assume responsibility for the maintenance 
of fish stocks on a perpetual yield basis. 

Such issues are tangled in traditional fishing 
rights, right of passage by super-tankers and other 
details which make them very difficult of solution. 
An example is the dispute between Iceland and the 
British and West Germans. The island’s fisheries 
resources are being rapidly and dangerously deplet¬ 
ed, and in an effort to preserve them Iceland is try¬ 
ing to enforce a 50-mile .territorial limit, so far 
without success. 

While insisting on the basis of tradition going 
back more than three centuries that her trawler- 
men have the right to fish to the recognized 
12-mile limit, Britain is willing to reduce her catch 
in the interest of conservation. This sort of compro¬ 
mise arrangement, it fhust be admitted, presents 
one way out of a dilemma. But it pre-supposes 
goodwill. 

Unilateral takeover of coastal waters, such as 
contemplated by Canada, may not provide the kind 
of universal ocean management the world requires. 


But it will serve in the short term for the preserva¬ 
tion of diminishing resources. 

Until June 28 the Canadian position was obs¬ 
cured by indecision in MitchelL Sharp’s office. But 
he has finally been persuaded, if reluctantly, to 
speak. 

It was John Lundrigan, a Newfoundland Con¬ 
servative, who asked in the Commons if the min¬ 
ister was prepared “to state categorically that he 
does support the position that the marine resources 
over the continental shelf and slope are owned by 
Canada?’’ « . 

Mr. Sharp promised a statement “later in the 
year.” But that did not satisfy the Conservatives. 
He was pressed to answer whether Canada would 
seek to extend its^jurisdiction seawards at the Law 
of the Sea Conference. And when the minister con¬ 
tinued to be evasive, James McGrath, another New¬ 
foundland Tory, intervened to say that Mr. Sharp 
had apparently “misunderstood or deliberately mis¬ 
construed” the question. 

To make it perfectly clear, Mr. McGrath asked 
“whether Canada will now take as its official posi¬ 
tion that it has jurisdiction over its continental 
shelf and slope for purposes of management and 
conservation . . .?” 

“I fully expect,” said Mr. Sharp, “that in the 
objectives or the general position that Canada will 
take in preparation for the Law of the Sea Confer¬ 
ence some such objective will be stated.” 

So it seems likely that Canada will join Mex¬ 
ico, Chile and Argentina in seeking to extend its 
ocean jurisdiction unilaterally until such time as a 
universal policy can be formulated. Unless, of 
course, it is possible for some other interpretation 
to be given Mr. Sharp’s words or the minister 
changes his mind.

It’s the Berries 


ft OADSIDE STAND TOURING is in full swing 
***■ with Saanich Peninsula strawberries in full 
production. A happier way of spending an hour or 
two is difficult to contemplate, with the joy peak¬ 
ing at eating time. The taste of home-grown pro¬ 
duce can’t be beaten, and while some of the plea¬ 
sure in strawberry touring is the drive, it is sad 
that attempts to establish a farm-fresh central 
market place here in recent years have not been 
successful. 

Part of the reason for the failure can be laid to 
the offering of imported fruit and vegetables at 
some of the stands. While they may not have been 
purported to be locally grown and newly picked, it 
was implied by what was not said. And it turned 
the shopper off. 

This doesn’t happen at the roadside stands in 
strawberry time and their popularity flourishes. It 
doesn’t happen here, that is. 


There’s larceny in roadside selling of strawber¬ 
ries in England this year, and the National Farm¬ 
ers’ Union is incensed. Reports reaching here tell of 
strawberry pirates rushing crates of imported ber¬ 
ries to rural regions and advertising them as local¬ 
ly grown. They are bought wholesale before the 
main English crop is ready and sold at high prices 
when their “farm fresh” signs tempt motorists to 
stop. 

“It’s getting to be a racket,” the farmers’ 
union says, and, “Anyone who can get hold of 
strawberries wholesale can make a bomb out of it.” 

It couldn’t go over with a bang here. It would 
be a one-shot sale with no customer returning in an 
area where the word would spread like wildfire. 
The weather may suggest imported strawberries, 
even frozen ones, but the taste tells.

Much 


The Asssociation for Chil¬ 
dren with Learning Disabili¬ 
ties has recommended that all 
teachers should be trained in 
the diagnosis of and remedies 
for learning-disabled children. 

Certainly there is a need to 
provide treatment for these 
children, but we should be 
very careful not to over¬ 
simplify the problem. The be¬ 
havioral symptoms commonly 
identified as specific learning 
disabilities may result from 
such causes as neurological 
damage, inherited genetic 
patterns, environmental or 
emotional defects, or develop¬ 
mental lag. Only those in¬ 
dividuals who have a compre¬ 
hensive understanding of the 
educational, medical, emo¬ 
tional and social factors in¬ 
volved can successfully diag¬ 
nose and treat children who 
are suffering from specific 
disorders. 

Initially we expected teach¬ 
ers to provide academic train¬ 
ing, social counselling, guid¬ 
ance in emotional develop¬ 
ment and sex education. Now 
we are expecting them to pro¬ 
vide psycho-medical diagnosis. 
Perhaps it is time we stopped 
expecting teachers to solve all 
our problems. 

The suggestions made by 
the Association for Children 
with Learning Disabilities 
about providing flexibility in 
the schools with respect to 
modified courses, oral exams, 


audio-visual aids, etc., are ex¬ 
cellent, and should be fol¬ 
lowed through for all children. 
However, any attempt to pro¬ 
vide wholesale diagnosis of 
learning disabilities could re¬ 
sult in undue emphasis on 
slight learning deficiencies. 
Far better to train teachers to 
recognize the optimum learn¬ 
ing strategies of individual 
children, and to recognize 
also those children who should 
be referred to thoroughly 
trained specialists.

In it he covers some of the 
points previously raised in his 
earlier letter-to-the-editors. 

But he does touch a new 
point that just might give Mr. 
Sharp a twinge. 

“The citation," writes Mr. 
Costello, “in the most recent 
report of the auditor general 
regarding the wastage of 
money in the abortive attempt 
to refurbish the office of the 
Canadian consul general in 
New York has done nothing to 
diminish my conviction that 
Canada House must be 
brought up to a decent stan¬ 
dard in which Canadians may 
take some pride."

The AG called it “non¬ 
productive” spending.

BELFAST, Nortthem Ire¬ 
land (UPI)— A gunman firing 
from a passing car killed one 
man and wounded a second 
early today in the Roman 
Catholic Falls Road area of 
Belfast, police said. 

The shootings came as the 
British army tightened securi¬ 
ty tin Belfast because of 
threats of more killings. 

The dead man, identified as 
a 28-year-old Catholic, was 
the 842nd person killed in four 
years of violence. 

Police said the two victims 
had just stepped from a pub 
and were walking on the side¬ 
walk when they were shot. 

A grieving mother of five 
children appealed Friday to 
Roman Catholics not to seek 
vengeance for the murder of 
her husband by Protestant ex¬ 
tremists. 

Mrs. Kathleen Clarke, 54, 
whose husband Robert, 56, 
was shot to death Thursday in 
an ambush by gunmen of the 
Ulster Freedom Fighters, a 
Protestant underground 
group, told newsmen: “No 
one must try to seek ven¬ 
geance. Vengeance would just 
mean other innocent men 
dying for no reason and that 
would not help anyone.” 

The UFF, which has 
claimed responsibility for six 
recent assassinations—-includ¬ 
ing those of two Protestants— 
said Clarke was killed in re¬ 
taliation for the UFF being 
accused of last week’s bomb¬ 
ing of a Protestant drinking 
club. 


Rhodesians Chase Kidnappers 


SALISBURY (UPI) - Rho¬ 
desian troops fought a run¬ 
ning gun battle Friday with a 
band of African guerrillas 
fleeing toward the Mozam¬ 
bique border after kidnapping 
2 9 2 students and staff 


members from a remote 
Catholic mission school, a 
government spokesman said. 

The troops, joined later by 
trackers and big-game hunt¬ 
ers in their search, fought

' We ’ll Never Sail Again ’ 


SEOUL (UPI) - A British 
couple who drifted for 117 
days on a life raft In the Pa¬ 
cific said Friday from the 
fishing boat that rescued 
them they had survived on 
rain water, turtles, seagulls 
and sharks. 

Michael Bailey, 41, and his 
32-year-old wife were picked 
up by a South Korean boat on 
June 30 but the story of their 
ordeal was not disclosed until 
Thursday when they talked by 
radio with a Seoul newspaper. 


“We are happy now,” Bai¬ 
ley said, “but we will not sail 
a boat again.” 

The newspaper said it 
talked for 20 minutes with the 
Baileys and the captain of the 
rescue vessel. 

Bailey, a printer, and his 
wife left England a year ago 
aboard an/bight-ton yacjht on 
an around the world voyage 
by way of New Zealand. Their 
yacht sank March 4 when it 
collided with a whale about 


miles off Mexico’s western 
coast. 

Then, they said, they pieced 
together two life rafts and 
began drifting. 

They drank rain water, the 
Baileys said, and ate 30 tur¬ 
tles, ejght seagulls and six 
sharks they caught with hooks 
fashioned from pins. 

Seven vessels passed with¬ 
out seeing them, the couple 
said, before they were spotted 
from a distance of about three 
miles and rescued.

One private hospital owner 
says charges by some em¬ 
ployees of Victoria’s unionized 
private hospitals of poor pa¬ 
tient care, are untrue — at 
least as far as his hospital is 
concerned 

In a brief that has been sent 
to the provincial government, 
members of the Canadian 
Union of Public Employees, 
Local 1311 say patients should 
have fresh fruit and vegeta¬ 
bles, implying that they do 
not. 

“This is really rubbish,” 
said Neil de Macedo, owner of 


the Aberdeen private hospital, 
1450 Hillside, Thursday. 

His patients get such fresh 
food as watermelons, grape¬ 
fruit, Japanese oranges and 
spinach, he said. 

The Aberdeen is not union¬ 
ized, he added. 

Regarding charges that 
over-active patients are kept 
sedated or restrained, de Ma¬ 
cedo said, “We can’t do any¬ 
thing without a doctor’s 
order.” 

The union has said that hos¬ 
pitals are warned before the 
visit of an inspector. 

“I’ve never had a phone call 


from an inspector,” said de 
Macedo. They come at any 
time of the day or evening 
and “they’re tough,” he said. 

He said his female aides 
are paid above union scale at 
$2.80 an hour. Union spokes¬ 
man Jean Slater said union 
rate for an aide with two 
years experience is $2.20 an 
hour. 


Profit Motive 
Mere ‘‘Fallacy’ 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
There exists a widespread fal¬ 
lacy that the objective of busi¬ 
ness is to obtain the highest 
possible profit, the president 
of the Employer’s Council of 
British Columbia said Thurs¬ 
day. 

William Hamilton told the 
annual national conference of 
the Society of Industrial Ac¬ 
countants that “maximization 
of profit is a robber baron 
concept which implies selfish 
disregard for every other in¬ 
terest except the narrow self- 
interest of the corporation.” 

He said corporations today 
can’t continue as viable enti¬ 
ties unless they reconcile 
within their profit plans a va¬ 
riety of interests. 

“Primarily, these are the 
interest of the consumer of a 
company’s products or ser¬ 
vices, the interests of the 
shareholder, the interests of 
the employees and the inter¬ 
ests of the community.’* 


Hamilton said when these 
have been properly recon¬ 
ciled, a corporation produces 
its “optimal profit, which is 
quite a different thing from 
its maximum profit.” 

He said he hoped it was 
clear to governments that no 
responsible businessmen or 
industries today are attempt¬ 
ing to maximize their profits 
at the expense of other sec¬ 
tors of the community. 

“But, equally, ... unless a 
reasonable profit level Is 
maintained, there can be no 
expectation that the neces¬ 
sary financial resources will 
continue to be available for 
government objectives.”

WASHINGTON (AP) 
Wholesale prices in the United 
States shot up at the highest 
rate in more than a genera¬ 
tion last month before Pres¬ 
ident Nixon froze prices for 60 
days, the government report¬ 
ed Friday. 

The wholesale price index, 
led by a record one-month in¬ 
crease in the ^ cost of farm 
products, advanced in June 
by 2.4 per cent unadjusted 
and 2.3 per cent seasonally 
adjusted, both the highest 
rates since January 1951. 

The news was certain to re¬ 
duce confidence in the dollar 
overseas, where it has al¬ 
ready plunged to record lows 
on money markets from Paris 
to Tokyo. 

One encouraging note in the 
economic picture was the 



labor department’s record 
that the U.S. unemployment 
rate dropped in June to 4.8 
per cent of the work force— 
the first time since June 1970 
it has been below five per 
cent. 

Last month's price report, 
also from the labor depart¬ 
ment, showed the inflationary 
surge continuing at the 
highest peacetime level since 
the Second World War. 

Wholesale prices increased 
at a seasonally adjusted annu¬ 
al rate of 24.4 per cent during 
January to June, the five 
months of President Nixon’s 
Phase 3 anti-inflation pro¬ 
gram that compares with an 
annual rate otf 6.9 per cent 
during the 14 months of the 
Phase 2 program, which had 
stricter controls.

WASHINGTON — A U.S. 
Senate committee and the fed¬ 
eral prosecutor’s office in 
Newark, N.J., are checking 
into allegations that singer 
Frank Sinatra may have 
played a role in President 
Nixon’s controversial pre- 
Christmas commutation of the 
prison sentence of New Jersey 
mob leader Angelo Decarlo. 

A chief aim of the commit¬ 
tee, chaired by Senator Henry 
Jackson, is to surface official 
reports made by justice de¬ 
partment officials, said to cite 
information that Sinatra en¬ 
gineered the gangster’s early 
release through or by virtue 
of Sinatra’s close friendship 
with Vice-President Spiro 
Agnew. Spokesmen for both 
Sinatra and Agnew have de¬ 
nied any knowledge of the 
matter.

Noshows, passengers wbn 
simply fail to turn up for 
flights they’ve booked, have 
long been a major headache 
for airlines. 

Despite all their marketing 
wizards and financial plan¬ 
ners, the big carriers have 
never been able to agree on a 
joint solution to the problem. 

In the U.S. last year, Pan 
American World Airways had. 


over a million no-shows, cost¬ 
ing the company upwards of 
$17.8 million, more than half 
the $28.9 million it lost last 
year. 

Trans World Airlines re¬ 
ported that one out of every 
four customers who reserve 
seats fail to show up. They 
cost the firms about $3-4 mil¬ 
lion a year. 

The story is pretty much 
the sime with United Air¬ 


lines, the largest U.S. carrier. 
The firm says that fully 
booked flights still go out with 
an average of between 10 and 
13 per cent empty seats. 

They also provide difficul¬ 
ties in Canada. Stan Mooney, 
district manager for Air Can¬ 
ada, said in Victoria that 
there is a no«how problem 
but, "it’s livable.” 

“It varies season by sea¬ 
son,” said* Mooney, “but gen-

Alaska Route Faults 
Underlined by Ottawa 


OTTAWA (UPI) — Canada 
would not look favorably on a 
U.S .application to build an oil 
pipeline through Canada if the 
U.S. first goes ahead with 
the Alaska pipeline route, 
Energy Minister Donald Mac¬ 
donald said Friday. 

Conservative John Fraser 
asked “if this government 
would look favorably on an oil 
pipeline through Canada 
which does not replace the 
Alaskan pipeline and tanker 
route but which would be in 
addition to the Alaska pipeline 
and tanker route?” 

The Minster’s reply was a 
brief but emphatic, “No, Sir." 

The Canadian government 
has consistently opposed a 
U.S. proposal which would in¬ 
volve heavy tankers carrying 


oil from Prudhoe Bay, Alas¬ 
ka, to refineries in Cherry 
Point, Wash. 

Canadian authorities cite 
the possibility of oil spills, 
especially off the coast of 
B.C., when they explain their 
opposition to the tanker route. 
The tankers must pass 
through the narrow Juan de 
Fuca Strait before arriving at 
Cherry Point. 

So far * 1 court injunctions 
sought by environmentalists 
have held up the start of the 
Alaska part of the pipeline. 
But the U.S. Senate is expect¬ 
ed to examine a bill on the 
tanker route and take a vote 
early next week. 

Macdonald also said U.S. 
state department representa¬ 
tives had submitted a series 
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of questions to the govern¬ 
ment as to the Canadian posi¬ 
tion on certain aspects of the 
pipelines. 

“The government replied in 
detail,” Macdonald said. “I 
hope the answers get to the 
senators and congressmen be¬ 
fore any decision is made,” 
he said. 

The questions mainly dealt 
with matters which have al¬ 
ready been made public by 
the Canadian government 
such as the current status of 
environmental studies and na¬ 
tive claims with respect to 
the Mackenzie Valley route. 

But in the last section under 
“other observations deemed 
relevant” the department of 
energy, mines and resources 
amplified what Macdonald 
said in the Commons Friday. 

“If Alyeska is built, Canada 
would find little attraction in 
having a second oil pipeline 
built through Canada to serve 
U.S. Midwest markets unless 
(underlined) and until (un¬ 
derlined) sizable commercial 
Canadian oil discoveries have 
been made in the north. 

“Moreover, Canada is 
aware that the economic at¬ 
traction of looping an existing 
trans-Alaska pipeline would 
undoubtedly militate against 
construction of a line through 
Canada. 

“Admittedly, other circum¬ 
stances such as markets and 
security of supply might 
made it attractive to build 
such a second line through 
Canada. However, such cir¬ 
cumstances are undoubtedly 
present even in respect of the 
first oil pipeline,” the depart¬ 
ment answers said.

QUALICUM BEACH — St. 
Anne’s is one of the oldest log 
churches in the province. It is 
located at French Creek near 
Parksville and was built in 
1894. 

In 1893 services were held 
in the Little Red School House 
known as Englishman River 
schoolhouse. Rev. Charles Ed¬ 
ward Cooper, an Englishman 
recently arrived from the old 
country was appointed mis¬ 
sionary an charge of Nanoose 
District and was responsible 
for the areas of Englishman 
River, French Creek, Erring- 
ton, Little Qualicum and Nan¬ 
oose Bay. He used to travel 
on horseback. 

The heed for a church be¬ 
came evident and at a paro¬ 
chial meeting held in the 
school house on May 1, 1894, it

was decided to build a 
church. 

Cooper purchased 3V4 acres 
of land At French Creek be¬ 
cause it wasi. centrally located 
and he deeded this land to the 
Anglican church. On June 24, 
the walls of St. Anne’s were 
raised by parishioners who 
had previously made a clear¬ 
ing on the land. 

On July 26, 1894, the church 
and church yard were con¬ 
secrated by Rt. Rev. Wi W. 
Perrin. Clergy from neigh¬ 
bouring parishes and the 
choir of St. Mathews in Well¬ 
ington were present. 

It appears that nobody 
knows why Cooper chose to 
name the church St. Anne’s. 
St. Anne was the grandmother 
of Jesus and the dedication of 
the church took place on St. 
Anne’s day. 

The logs for the church 
were taken from the nearby 
woods, hand hewn and pulled 
to the site by oxen borrowed 
from local farmers. Lumber 
was brought up the coast on 
rafts from a mill in Nanaimo. 

The work of the parish ex¬ 
panded and in 1897 it was de¬ 
cided to start a church home 
Sunday school in Nanoose, Er- 
rington, Englishman River 
and Little Qualicum. In the 
following year, Cooper’s 
curate, Rev. Asquith, was ap¬ 
pointed incumbent at Alberni

and Rev. David Dunlop took 
his place at St. Anne’s. 

A financial report for 1898 
showed 11 families with 48 in¬ 
dividuals on the parish role. 
The church was valued at 
$1,680 and a stipend of $36 
was paid. 

By 1913 there were six sta¬ 
tions in the charge of Rev. 
Hugh Wilson. They included 
Qualicum Beach,. ^Hilliers 
Crossing, Coombs and Nan¬ 
oose Bay. 

The church’s silver anniver¬ 
sary was celebrated in 1919. 
The bishop and many old 
friends attended the service 
at which a brass lectum was 
dedicated in memory of the 
late Rev. Cooper. In 1921 Mrs. 
Cooper gave a stone font in 
memory of her husband. In 
the same year it was neces¬ 
sary to build an addition to 
the church. 

The population of the area 
kept increasing so a parish 
hall was built at Parksville in 
1925 and the bishop consecrat¬ 
ed the tiny church of St. 
Mary’s in Errington on March 
25 of that year. The following 
year, St. Mark’s church in 
Qualicum Beach was dedicat¬ 
ed on June 11. 

By 1934 major repairs had 
to be carried o\jt^i St. Anne’s 
church .The logs on which it 
had been built had rotted and 
needed to be replaced. The 
men of the parish gathered 
together in October and 
raised the building on jacks. 
They dug a trench around the 
outside walls, and replaced 
the old logs with 36 new cedar 
blocks. The chimney had to 
be rebuilt and new eaves- 
troughs installed. Total cost 
of the repairs amounted to 
$58.81. 

St. Anne’s church has just 
one stained glass „ window 
which is located above the 
altar. It was presented to the 
church in memory of Dorothy 
May who had been a staunch 
supporter of the parish. 

The bishop presided at the 
50th anniversary service on 
April 29 - St. Anne’s Day in 
1944. An addition to the vestry 
was consecrated on this oc¬ 
casion. Canon H. V. Hitchcox 
and Rev. G. Arthur Bagshaw 
assisted in the ceremony. 
Bagshaw had resigned as in¬ 
cumbent of St. Anne’s in Feb¬ 
ruary after serving in the 
parish for 12 years. The Rev. 
Huwell J. Jones was appoint¬ 
ed an his place. 

In 1952 George Roscoe’s 
house was purchased in 
Parksville and this became 
the new vicarage. The house 
by the Island Highway at' the 
west end of the village was 
sold last year and the parish 
purchased a new house for 
Rev. James C. Davenport. He 
Is rector of St. Edmunds and 
also has in his charge St. 
Anne’s and St. Mary’s church 
in Errington. He makes oc¬ 
casional trips to the little 
church on Lasquetti Island HI 
miles out from French Creek 
boat basin. * 

St. Anne’s has requred 
major repairs and mainte¬ 
nance. In the spring of 1953 
the church was given a hew 
roof of cedar shakes. Two 
years later the outer porch 
doors were added and an oil 
heater installed. 

In spite of the new heat¬ 
ing arrangements the church 
was still very cold in winter 
so the roof was insulated. The 
problem was not fully re¬ 
solved until 1971 when a new 
fumac^ and duct work were 
installed. Prior to this some 
services were cancelled be¬ 
cause of the cold.

PS NEVER happened before, and A1 Jones, executive 
secretary of the Pacific Northwest Golf Asspoiation is at a 
loss trying to figure out why the 1973 women’s tournament 
got more entries than the men’s tournament. 

It was a close thing, a Friday afternoon recheck showing 
159 men down to tee off at Uplands on Monday while 160 dis¬ 
taff golfers are on the starter’s sheet at the Victoria Golf 
Club. But it’s an amazing development in that the male 
division almost always reaches its maximum of 192 golfers 
wtiile failure to come close to the previous maximum of 176 
made the PNGA decide to lower the women’s maximum to 
144 this year. The change wasn’t made on the entry form, 
and the result was a record entry which probably could have 
reached the 176 if it hadn’t been decided that 160 would be the 
1973 maximum. -~ 

Running behind from the start, the men’s tournament 
couldn’t quite match that although the entry deadline was ex¬ 
tended by a week and the handicap limit increased from 12 to 
15. Some extra entries did result, but they included only 
one golfer with a handicap of mare than 12 . 

'T really can’t understand it,” said Jones. "It’s a surpris¬ 
ing thing that we should have so much trouble getting entries 
for a tournament here.” 

Noting that only two Spokane golfers were entered, Jones 
wondered if too many tournaments wasn’t the biggest single 
reason. It was a valid thought as the Inland Empire has two 
tournaments which conflict with the PNGA. 

Another reason could be the gasoline shortage which has 
made motorists in some areas of the U.S. northwest reluc¬ 
tant to stray too far from home. In any event, a check of the 
entries shows only one golfer from California, only 10 golfers 
from Oregon, none from Idaho, and almost all of the more 
than 100 Washingtonians from the western part of the state. 
Another contributing factor was the little interest shown in 
the tournament by Vancouver-area golfers. Only nine from 
the Lower Mainland are entered, and the best of them on the 
basis of handicap are Lee Swope of Port Coquitlam, who 
plays to a four, and Ian Monteith and Gordon Murray of Van¬ 
couver, who play to a five. 

However, while male Mainlanders are scarce, the female 
of the species was not nearly as reluctant to come to Victoria 
for the PNGA show. There are 35 of them, including one from 
Nelson, due to tee it up Monday morning.

John Boccabella belted two 
home runs in the sixth inning 
to spark the Expos to an 
eight-run rally and a 12-8 
triumph in the first game. 

Boccabella became the 18th 
player in major-league his¬ 
tory to hit two home runs in 
the same inning when he led 
off the sixth with a homer and 
added a grand-slam when he 
got a second at bat. 


ONLY TWO former champions could be discovered 
among the entrants — George Holland of Seattle, who Scored 
victories, in Tacoma each tinje, in 1965 and 1958, and Judy 
Hoetmer of Seattle, who must be looking forward to next 
week’s action with considerable anticipation. Miss Hoetmer 
was the winner in the last two tournaments held in Victoria 
-1966 and 1960. 

Both will have plenty of competition. While there may 
have been deeper PNGA fields, PNGA victory never comes 
easily. 

Mary Dudke, the U.S. champion from Dayton, Ore., has 
to rate as the golfer most likely to succeed. But there are a 
good number of others who rate, including Marilyn Ffclmer of 
Vancouver and Victoria’s Dale Shaw, who reached the 1971 
final. v $ 

Even without the Mainland’s low handicappers, the men’s 
field has 23 golfers with handicaps of less than three. Duke 
DeBemardi of Roseburg, Ore.; John Hegland of Lake Os¬ 
wego, Ore.; Mike Stahl of Portland and Bob Zimmerman of 
Marysville, Wash., are scratch golfers. There are five with 
handicaps of one, 14 two-handicappers and 38 others below 
six. 

Dave Mick of Gorge Vale, Bob Hunt of Uplands and Bob 
Beauchemin of Gorge Vale are among the one-handicappers. 
And with Mike Pyke of Glen Meadows, Ken Floyd of Royal 
Colwood and Mike Gray of Uplands among those playing to a 
two, there is at least a reasonable chance that a long PNGA 
drought could end. 

Victoria golfers did extrememly well in the early days of 
this tournament, which started in 1899, but not since Bob 
Fleming did it in 1964 has a Victoria golfer won a PNGA title. 
Fleming was the fifth Victorian to score in the men’s tour¬ 
nament, preceded by A. V. Macan (1913), R. N. Hind® 
(1912), C. K. Magill (1906) and A. H. Goldfinch (1901). Gold¬ 
finch (1899), W. E. Oliver (1901), D. Gillespie (1908), J. F. Ar- 
buckel (1912), E. J. Barker (1913) and Alan Taylor (1933) are 
the Victorians who lost in the men’s finals. 

Victoria women have won nine PNGA titles, and five of 
them came in a row. A Miss Drake was the first, winning in 
1901. Mrs. Burton scored in 1904, Miss V. Pooley in 1905, 1909 
and 1914. Mrs. Walter Langley in 1908, Miss N. Combe in 1910 
and 190.1 and Mrs. W. H. Ricardo in 1912. And while there 
hasn’t been a Canadian winner since 1933, Mrs. V. N. 
Hutchings, of Winnipeg and Vancouver, holds the record with 
six champiodnships — 1922-25-29-30-32-33. Edean Anderson Bi- 
landfeldt of Seattle, who last won in 1964, is a five-time cham¬ 
pion.

Full treatment of the ef¬ 
fluent from its Port Alice pulp 
mill will cost the Rayonier 
company at least 513,000 a 
day, according to information 
given to a Pollution Control 
Board hearing Friday. 

And nothing less than full 
treatment will meet the water 
quality standards the Pollu¬ 
tion Control Branch has or¬ 
dered the mill to reach by the 
end of 1978, said Rayonier's 
chief environmental engineer 
Ned Button. 

Button estimated that full 
treatment would cost the com¬ 
pany between 528 and 530 for 
each ton of pulp produced. 
With an average daily produc¬ 
tion of about 460 tons, 
between 513,000 and 513,800 a 
day. 

Button was 
sixth day 

which the company is ap¬ 
pealing the water quality 
standards for 1978. It is also 
requesting an extension of ITS - 
deadline to meet the first 
stage of controls, the con¬ 
struction of a recovery boiler. 

The deadline given by the 
branch is Dec. 31, 1975, and 
Button said it would, he close 
to impossible to meet that on 
the basis of technical consid¬ 
erations. 

The company is more than 
willing to install such a boiler 
but needs a deadline exten¬ 
sion of at least five months to 
complete it, he said. 


Rayonier mill on Neroutsls Inlet 


Button, managing environ¬ 
mental engineer for the entire 
Rayonier conglomerate of 
mills across North America, 
said he and his staff had pre¬ 
pared fodr plans for pollution 
control at the milll. 

The first was the recovery 
boiler ,which alone would 
lower the reading on one pol¬ 


lution index from 1,235 to 
about 280. That figure must 
be reduced to 60 under 
present orders by the end of 
1978. 

Full treatment — by either 
one of two possible methods 
would reduce the figure to 
56, he said. The company had 
hoped a second stage of treat¬ 


ment which involved treating 
only two main elements of the 
effluent instead of all of it 
would have worked, but it re¬ 
duced the figure only to 100.

Five Face Two-Count Charges 

Drug Stake-Out Described 


Two RCMP officers testified 
in B.C. Supreme Court Friday 
about how they kept sur¬ 
veillance on some of the five, 
people named in a two-count 
narcotics charge. 

Standing trial before Judge 
M. L. T. Drake in Victoria on 
charges of conspiracy to 
possess, and to traffic in 
heroin are Dandel Hadden, 57; 
Michael Kineses, 27, Wendy 
Danfey, 25; and Robert 
Langer, 30. 

Another person named in 
the charges, Sharon Yvonne 
Dannenberg, 2 9, pleaded 
guilty midway through the 
trial to possession of heroin 
last September and October in 
Victoria for the purpose of 
trafficking. 


A stay of proceedings was 
entered on the other count -- 
conspiracy to traffic in heroin 
— but she remains named in 
the charge. 

Constable Michael Onys 
chuk told the court that he 
had taken part in a stake-out 
in front of a unit at 340 Island 
Highway on Sept. 13. 

He said he saw a woman, 
Linda Anderson, who he de¬ 
scribed as a known heroin ad¬ 
dict, leave and then re-enter 
one of the units. 

Htrjsaid he saw Robert 
Langer visit the same unit. 

Onyschuk also testified that 
he had , watched Langley and 
Sharon Rogers (otherwise, 
known as Ms. Dannenburg) 
together ^ at various places, 


and he had also seen Rogers 
and Kineses together. 

RCMP Const. Douglas 
Payne told the court that he 
and RCMP Sgt. David Sta¬ 
ples had watched Ms- Dan¬ 
nenburg in the cocktail lounge 
at the Colony Inn on Oct. 7. 
She had been with Hadden on 
that occasion, and dtoer peo¬ 
ple had joined them from 
time to time. At one time he 
saw Hadden pass a “sum of 
folding money” under the 
table to Ms. Dannenburg. 

On Oct. 16 in the King’s 
Hotel he saw Langer with a 
group of people, and later saw 
Ms. Dannenburg and Kineses 
leaving. They went to the 
Centujy Inn where they were 
joined later by Langer. 


On Oct. 27 he went to an 
apartment at 425 Quebec and 
searched it, using a key given 
to him by Ms. Dannenburg in 
order to gain entry. He seized 
some documents, including a 
yellow notebook and a cheque 
stub bearing the name 
Langer. 

He returned to the apart¬ 
ment with Staples and Ms. 
Dannenburg Nov. 1 and Ms. 
Dannenburg gave him some 
documents which had been 
hidden behind a photograph of 
her son. She also produced 
heroin from the butter-keeper 
in a refrigerator, and a 
syringe from a drapery seam.

The savings could be more 
than 52 million a year, but the 
operating costs of it would 
still be about another 52 mil¬ 
lion a year when interest 
charges, depreciation, mainte¬ 
nance costs, insurance and 
taxes were taken into consid¬ 
eration. 

Overall, building the boiler 
would mean an increase in 
production costs of 511.77 for 
each ton of pulp produced. 

Capital costs for the full 
treatment of effluent are not 
so great as that tor the boil¬ 
er, said Button — an extra 

512.5 million .tor one method, 

512.6 million for the other. 

One method would involve 

the diking up of a lagoon in 
part of the Inlet behind the 
mill. This would then work as 
a settling and aeration pond 
to treat the effluent. 

The second system is 
called the “activated sludge 
process” and involves having 
nutrients act biologically on 
the effluent. The difficulty 
with that process, Button 
said, is disposal of the sludge 
later. 

He hoped the federal gov¬ 
ernment would allow Rayon¬ 
ier to dump it far out to sea; 
otherwise it would have to be 
burnt, greatly increasing the 
costs. 

Although the capital costs 
would not increase drama¬ 
tically, the operating costs 
would be considerably higher 
for full treatment of effluent, 
said Button. 

Either system would re¬ 
quire more staff to run it and 
more maintenance costs, and 
neither would increase the 
company’s savings. 

The yearly operating costs 
for the lagoon method would 
be about 54.9 million and for 
the sludge method about 55.3 
million. This would lead to aft 
overall per-ton cost for the 
lagoon method of 528.17 and 
for the sludge method of 
530.68. 

Button said the boiler could 
not Hkely be in operation by 
the given 1975 deadline be¬ 
cause it would take 32 months 
to construct it after final 
plans were approved. There 
are now only 30 months be¬ 
fore the given date. 

For example, it took two 
years just to get delivery of a 
necessary turbo-generator. ^ 
Button said he felt the 1978 
controls were too strict He 
disagreed with the branch’s 
policy of not differentiating 
between dissolving-sulphite

mills (like Port Alice), kraft 
pulp mills, sulphite paper 
mills, and kraft paper mills in 
determining water quality 
standards. 

He noted that to meet stan¬ 
dards many kraft mills need¬ 
ed to reduce their effluent by 
only 10 per cent to 30 per 
cent. Sulphite papef mills had 
to reduce theirs by only 60 per 
cent. 

But dissolving-sulphite pulp 
mills had to reduce theirs by 
at least 80 per cent, and pos¬ 
sibly as much as 97 per cent 
if they didn’t have a recovery 
system. 

. Earlier in the day, Roger 
Tollefson, an environmental 
researcher for Rayonier, con¬ 
cluded his testimony after 
being on the witness stand for 
more than six hours.: 

Tollefson admitted there 
had been “several” fish kills 
at the mills this year and over 
the past few years. He said he 
believed the cause of the kills 
was hydrogen sulfide gas 
which bubbled to the surface 
of the water when Neroutsos 
Inlet near the mill was 
dredged to clear it of sludge. 

H» said that to keep the dis¬ 
solved oxygen levels in the 
witer at a proper level the 
company was having to cut 
back 30 per cent and more 
during toe summer, but 
wouldn’t have to cut back at 
all during the winter. 

The hearing, before board 
chairman Valter Raudsepp 
and two other environmental 
experts will continue July 16 
at the Victoria Law Courts.

Troll-boat owners will be 
meeting up and down the 
Vancouver Island coast today 
to decide what action they 
should take in the light of a 
strike Friday by 7,000 
members of the United Fi¬ 
shermen and Allied Workers 
Union. 

The trollers, which have 
been fishing since the salmon 
season opened April 15, have 
been arriving in port this 
week to unload the most re¬ 
cent catch before the strike 
closed fishing plants as well 
as idling net-fishing boats. 

It is expected that it will be 
Monday or Tuesday before 
any of the trollers put to sea 
again, although Merv Ellis, 
manager of the 750-member 
Pacific Troller Association 
says that association is in a 
position to see that fishing 
continues, if that is what 
members want. 

“We are toe largest deep- 
sea fishing fleet in the world 
and we are capable of making 
arrangements for the market¬ 
ing of our products and ob¬ 
taining all the supplies neces¬ 
sary to properly conduct our 
business outside of Canada,” 
said Ellis. 

As the noon strike deadline 
neared and late boats were^ 


unloaded, salmon prices went 
sky high. 

Coho salmon, which on 
Wednesday were bringing 81 
cents a pound, was"up to 51.10 
a pound as buyers scrambled 
for business and springs were 
bringing up to 51-75 a pound, 
according to Ellis. 

However, spokesmen for the 
UFAWU say that the top fish 
prices are not of prime con¬ 
cern to the 3,500 net' fisher¬ 
men out on strike for better 
minimum prices. 

It is the prices at the bot¬ 
tom of the scale that they are 
arguing about, more than 
anything else. 

They have been asking for 
24 cents a pound this year for 
pinks and 28V4 cents next 
year, while the Fisheries As¬ 
sociation of B.C. has offered 
HWi and 19Vi cents a pound. 

There is also a disagree¬ 
ment about toe price of salm¬ 
on roe, with toe fishermen 
asking for 51-50 a pound this 
year and 51-75 a pound next 
year and pointing to overseas 
areas where companies are 
paying 53 a pound for the 
product. The association does 
not wish to negotiate a price 
for roe. 

Also involved in the strike 
are about 500 tendermen — 
the men who pack the catch 
from ship to shore — and 
3,500 shoreworkers who are 


asking for higher wages and 
fringe benefits. 


In Victoria between 60 and 
70 workers at B.C. Packers

He said stores of fresh fish 
might run out in a few days in 
some places, but that it will 
be 10 days to two weeks be¬ 
fore the effect of the strike on 
supplies of frozen or canned 
fish becomes noticeable. 


Stevens said wages are a 
major issue for shoreworkers, 
mast of whom earn 
53.50 an hear.

Simple Tests , Complex Problems 


When patients walk into the 
neuropsychology laboratory at 
University of Victoria they’ve 
taken what's called the first 
and most necessary step to 
discover the reasons for their 
basic human behavior. 

The psychology depart¬ 
ment’s research lab is de¬ 
signed to link up a patient’s 
brain with his behavior pat¬ 
terns through a series of sim¬ 
ple tests. 

And that’s where Marjory 
Halliwell the university’s 
chief psychometrician enters 
the picture. 

Mrs. Halliwell, a psycholo¬ 
gy graduate of the University 
of Saskatchewan, has ad¬ 
ministered the tests in the 
• most interesting and varied 
way possible for nine years. 

‘‘It is not always easy be¬ 
cause by the time they reach 
our lab the patients are fed up 
with tests and for valid re¬ 
sults they must give their 
best.” 

Patients cbme from all 
walks of life. Many have high 


intelligent quotients,. They 
range in age from six to 65 
years.

whose interest is in aphasia, 
and Dr. Frank Spellacy who 
researches auditory percep¬ 
tion and anti-social behavior. 

Test procedures take about 
three hours for each patient 
and are done on tape record¬ 
ers and mechanical devices to 
test audio, visual, memory 
and other brain functions and 
dysfunctions. 

She also teaches new psy¬ 
chometricians, makes all ap¬ 
pointments, and instructs stu¬ 
dents in test administration. 

The tests are also accurate 
in determining the in¬ 
telligence quotient of a child. 

The neuropsychology pro¬ 
gram, which was started in 
1960 as a one-man operation 
on Saturdays by Gaddes, 
opened on a daily basis tin 
1964 with the aid of a national 
health grant. 

At that time test equipment 
was purchased, designed, 
built and set up in a large 
room of the old Normal 
School. 

The following year referral 
demands from neurologists 
were so heavy that a second 
lab was opened in Royal Jubi¬ 
lee Hospital to test pre- and 
post-operative cases of brain 
surgery. 

Mrs. Barbara Fields, a reg¬ 
istered nurse and former pub¬ 
lic health nurse, was appoint¬ 
ed psychometrician to run the 
lab. 


“The difference between the 
hospital lab and the university

lab is that our tests are 
geared to physically and emo¬ 
tionally distressed people who 
are also hospital patients,” 
said Mrs. Fields. 

Although the hospital lab is 
geared primarily toward re¬ 
search it has become more 
service-oriented as consider¬ 
able patient information is re¬ 
turned to the doctors involved 
tin a written psychologist’^ re¬ 
port. 

‘‘While the lab Is basically a 
gathering and storing centre 
of standardized information it 
is the first step — and the 
most necessary one — toward 
the total idea of what can be 
done with this person who has 
these particular disabilities. 

‘‘When one is aware of 
these finer aspects there is 
then a starting point from 
which to work,” explained 
Mrs. Fields. 

Patients are referred by 
neurologists Drs. Robert Peet, 
Charles Simpson and Frank 
Kemble who work with neuro¬ 
surgeons Drs. A. H, Ibrahim 
and Lewis Harris.

This team looks at possible 
neurological conditions behind 
resulting brain damage from 
trauma caused by accidents, 
degenerative disorders and 
tumors. 

Weekly clinics are also held 
at the hospital for medical 
and nursing staff as well as 
university students. 

The methods of treating 
brain damage are many and 
varied, sadd Gaddes, and the 
proper method can only be 
decided after a patient has 
been thoroughly examined. 

There are various theories 
among medical men on the 
best method of treating brain 
damage. The general method 
that has been most successful 
involves training dormant 
parts of the brain to take over 
the work of the damaged 
part. 

Gaddes believes there is no 
one method of treatment that 
is the answer to all brain 
damage, but that the mqthod 
of treatment depends upon the 
type of damage. 

Similar testing services are 
available at the Victoria Men¬ 
tal Health Centre. 


A plea for ‘’positive, inteli- 
gent” action to implement 
recommendations o f the 
Royal Commission on the 
Status of Women has been 
made to federal labor min¬ 
ister John Munro by Victoria 
Status of Women Group. 

In a letter over the signa¬ 
ture of Dianne Gfimmer, 
president, the group this week 
strongly criticizes selection of 
the new advisory council on 
the status of women, one of 
the report recommendations. 

The group says insufficient 
information was made avail¬ 
able to women’s groups be¬ 
fore the council was selected, 
and that some of the appoin¬ 
tees have “no apparent inter¬ 
est” in die status of women. 

“Is it pure coincidence that 
the seven women concerned 
with status of women matters 
were selected for the shortest 
terms of service?” the letter 
asks Munro. 

It adds: 


“The problems of women — 
urban, ethnic, cultural, with 
regard to the labor force, edu¬ 
cation, family, law, minorities 
— extend beyong the limits of 
Toronto, Ottawa and Montreal 
and require more than token 
representation.” 

The Victoria group also crit¬ 
icizes what it describes as a 
“paltry” budget for the advi¬ 
sory council.

Hits Builders 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Thirty-four specialty work¬ 
men — pneumatic control 
technicians — are involved in 
a strike and lockout that 
could have serious repercus¬ 
sions on B.C.’s construction 
industry. 

The strike-lockout is similar 
to the long elevator installers’ 
strike which saw projects 
completed but stand idle or 
partly used because they did 
not have elevators. (Only two 
workers are involved in the 
Victoria area). 

In Uiis case buildings could 
not even be completed without 
work by the,technicians, who 
are responsible for installing 
controls for heating and venti¬ 
lating systems. Their work is 
normally done as the building 
goes up. 

The men are members of 
the Plumbers’ Union, Local 
170, who went on strike at 
.Honeywell Ltd. here June 20 
and were locked out five days 
later by four other firms who 
are members of a national 
group called- the Pneumatic 
Control Council. 

The other firms are Johnson 
Controls. Barber-Colman, 
Power Regulators and Temco 
Controls. 

They were originally in¬ 
volved in national bargaining 
which broke down. Attempts 
were then made to settle 
issues provincially. 

The workers, also known as 
instrument fitters or mechan¬ 
ics, earn 57.27 an hour but, 
except fo car allowances, the 
issues are not monetary. 

Ray Callard of the plumb¬ 
ers’ local said the dispute is 
basically a protest against a 
bid by the companies to "im¬ 
port fitters from other prov¬ 
inces. We want to protect B.C. 
Jobs.” 

Callard said the union is 
also protesting proposals by 
the companies to reject 
workers assigned to jobs 
through the union’s hiring 
plan, and to put non-union 
personnel from their own 
staffs on industrial repair and 
maintenance work. 

He said the B.C. and Yukon 
Building and Construction 
Trades Council, representing 
60,000 tradesmen of all types, 
has declared products of the 
five firms to be "hot.”

Cloudy, cool weather condi¬ 
tions throughout most of B.C.

Cost of firefighting so far 
this year is slightly more than 
$1 million, compared with 
$900,000 at the same time last 
year, but costs are down in all 
fire districts except Kamloops 
and Cariboo.

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I have often wondered why 
It is that grass, which is often 
so difficult to get established 
happily In the lawn where you 
want it, will spring up with 
such embarrassing vigor in 
the gravel driveway where 
you don’t want it I have been 
observing this phenomenon! 
for some years now, and I 
have an idea that this affinity 
of grass with gravel must be 
due to the excellent aeration 
and drainage you get in such 
a driveway. 

T believe we can draw a 
couple of useful lessons from 
this. If I ever have occasion 
to make a new lawn again - 
which isn’t likely at my age 
— I will mo6t certainly put 
down a layer of either weath¬ 
ered cinders or very small 
screened gravel before the 
topsoil is spread. And if I 
have any choice in topsoils, 
I’d pick a rather sandy loam 
with a lot of small stones, pea 
size and smaller, mixed in. 
This graVelly loam would be 
mixed with very old rotted 
farmyard manure to make up 
the top layer of my lawn site.

Garden Notes 


In our last home, the back 
lawn — which I inherited 
from the previous owner — 
was on heavy soil with quite a 
high proportion of clay In it, 
and when our children were 
young this bit of grass took a 
terrible beating from chil¬ 
dren’s play and all the other 
traffic over it. 

The surface became com¬ 
pacted and beaten down, im¬ 
pervious to air and water, and 
the grass would thin gut to an 
alarming extent until T got 
busy and did something about 
it. 

Aeration is the answer to 
this prbblem — punching 
holes through the sod all over 
the lawn to allow water and 
air to percolate through the 
crusted surface to the roots 
below. I have a special hol- 
low-tined aerating fork for 
this job; it cost considerably 
more than I could afford at 
that point in time,~~but it 


tamed out to be one of the 
best garden investments I 
ever made. 

This little Implement 
punches three neat circular 
boles in the sod every time 
you push it down, depositing 
tile cores of soil on the sur¬ 
face where they dry out, 
crumble and disappear in a 
few days. 

It is a long, strenuous and 
horribly monotonous job to 
punch holes every six inches 
over a whole lawn, but I don’t 
know of any one single opera¬ 
tion that will produce such a 
dramatic improvement. I 
usually do the job in the 
spring, as soon as the lawn is 
dry enough for the fork to 
bring up clean-cut cares in¬ 
stead of sloppy mud, but the 
grass responds to so enthusi¬ 
astically, I can’t resist taking 
another crack at it from time 
jme through the summer 
iat with ram, watenng 




and normal weathering, tha 
holes in tha sod silt up too 
quickly for my liking, and one 
good way to keep them open 
for the free passage of air and 
water is to fill them with 
coarse sand. There is a grade 
called brick sand with very 
coatee grains and a lot of 
small stones in it, and by 
dumping p^les of it here and 
there over a freshly aerated 
lawn and working it into tha 
holes with an old stiff broom, 
it is possible to bring about a 
more permanent improve¬ 
ment. The addition of this 
gravelly sand will induce the 
glass to grow almost as vi¬ 
gorously as In the gravel 
driveway! 

If you don’t have or can’t 
rent or borrow a hollow-tined 
aerating fork, it is possible to 
do quite a satisfactory job 
with just an ordinary flafc- 
ti ned digging fork. Thrust the 
tines straight down to a depth 
of five inches, then wiggle the 
handle back and forth to en¬ 
large the holes, but without 
any actual prying up, which 
would injure the grass roots.

Metaphors and Statistics 


Poeits never keep count. In 
war the enemy descend* upon 
one like a cloud of locusts. In 
peace one flourishes like the 
lilies of the field. One's gener¬ 
ations multiply like sands on 
tha shore. 

Who needs statistics when a 
good metaphor is around? Big 
as a whale, quick as a flash. 
Check your yardsticks and 
your stopwatches at the door, 
you literalists. 

Statistics are a compara¬ 
tively recent invention. An 
English journalist named 
Harry Hopkins has dated 
them (back to 1791, which, of 
course, is a statistic in itself. 

★ ★ ★ 

That year, as Hopkins sum¬ 
marizes things in The 
Numbers Game, a Scot 
named Sir John Sinclair, ap¬ 
parently under the influence 
of German scholarship, wrote 
A Statistical Account of Scot¬ 
land. 

What he was trying to es¬ 
tablish — no Scottish jokes, 
please — was “the quantum 
of happiness” in those hearts 
in the Highlands. 

From here, as Hopkins sees 
it in his shrewd and skeptical 
study, there is a more or less 
straight line to Dr. George 
Gallup.

The measuring mania was 
on. Like those little whole and 
halved gingerbread-man fig¬ 
ures in school textbooks, the 
human race has been turned 
into fractions and percent¬ 
ages. 

Statistics (accurate to the 
nearest tenth) in somebody’s 
study of broken marriages or 
holiday traffic accidents. Nu- 
merologioal disasters weeping 
only decimal points. 

A major industry has kept 
Gallup’s promise otf running a 
“continuous audit” on the 
public. And this audit threat¬ 
ens to become a substitute 
for the reality it abstracts. 

One not only can’t see the 
forest for the trees, one can’t 
see the trees for the invento¬ 
ries of them: 9.1 per cent Nor¬ 
wegian spruce, and so on. 

★ ★ ★ 

You pick up your paper. A 
survey of museums performs 
a nose count on U.S. and Ca¬ 
nadian museums. There are, 
it seems, 6,657 of them, and it 
would take a conscientious 
museum-hopper 18 years to 
visit them all. So much for 
the subject of art. 


Another page, another set of 
•statistics. Well, sir, 1,439 gas 
stations are spot checked 
across the United States and 
24 per cent of them are limit¬ 
ing their operating hours. (In 
case you can’t find your 6lide 
rule, the figure comes to 
345.36 gas stations.) Who 
needs to know more about the 
> gasoline shortage? 

Ubiquitous pollsters tell you 
how many Americans believe 
President Nixon knew about 
Watergate or — if you prefer 
— how many Harvard men, 
class of ’43, smoke cigarettes 
(about one in five). The facts 
that pass as meaningful! 

★ ★ ★ 

A man is judged as a boy 
by his IQ score; as an adult, 
by how much money he 
makes; and when it is time to 
retire, by his age. At which 
time the most important thing 
in his life is supposed to be 
his social security number. 

And as if present statistic 
weren’t enough, there are 
always future statistics, oth¬ 
erwise known as projections. 

Somebody, somewhere will 
be glad to tell you how many 


babies will be bam in Yugos¬ 
lavia in 1976, or the number of 
civilians who will be killed in, 
say, Los Angeles the first hy¬ 
pothetical day of hypothetical 
Third World War. 

What does it do to people to 
live in a universe which 
seems to have charts for 
walls and graphs on the ceil¬ 
ings? 

Is there a distortion of 
thought in presenting life, 
from first grade on, in terms 
of: How many apples does 
John have left if he sells a 
third of them to Debbie and 
one of them rolls under a bi¬ 
cycle (10-speed) and he start¬ 
ed with 12? 

★ ★ ★ 

The safety, the reassurance 
we feel at the drop of a statis¬ 
tic is eerie. We are being pre¬ 
cise, we think — we are being 
scientific. How we long to 
make life exact and defin¬ 
able! Yet isn’t there a pro¬ 
found inaccuracy to all this 
accuracy? 

The final test may be: W 
you can feed life into a com¬ 
puter, something essential is 
missing. A something which 
has quality as well as quan¬ 
tity — which can taste bitter 
as almonds or sweet as 
honey. Well, imagine that. 
Back to the metaphor.

Typical of the scores of letters I have received about my 
column on abortion is one that begins: “I can hardly believe 
that a man of your intelligence would be in favor of abirtion.” 

This Is bow people over-simplify a complex situation. I 
am not “in favor” of abortion. I don’t think it’s a good thing. 
It may very likely be “immoral,” however we define that 
word. What I am against is making abortion a crime. 

Suppose I came out, 40 years ago, against prohibition. 
People would write in to say that I was “in favor” of liquor. I 
am not at all in favor of liquor, as far as I’m concerned, all 
of it could be poured into the Pacific Ocean tomorrow morn¬ 
ing, and the world would be a better place for it. 

But this doesn’t mean I think we should have laws mak¬ 
ing the drinking of alcoholio beverages a crime. Not every¬ 
thing that may be bad for us, or even immoral, should be 
made against the law. Especially when the subject is, for all 
practical purposes, unenforceable. 


Abortion is an unhappy solution, but all the alternative 
solutions are worse, to my mind. Making abortion a crime 
does not stop it, or even reduce it. All it does is make it ex¬ 
pensive, dirty, under-handed, hypocritical, dangerous and 
class-discriminatory. 

Quite apart from the tangled moral aspects of the matter, 
anti-abortion laws do not deter or restrain, except for the 
poorest and most ignorant, who are precisely the ones who 
cannot handle more children. 

As to the matter of “life,” and whether the foetus is 
“alive,” this is a thorny metaphysical as well as biological 
question that no one can answer with any assurance. 

What strikes me as somewhat incongruous about the 
"right to live” people is their intense concern with the foetus, 
coupled with their apparent indifference to life after the 
womb—with their negligible efforts to reduce poverty at 
home, starvation abroad, and war throughout the world. 

If life itself is as precious as all that, one would expect 
these people to be in the vanguard of the peace movement, 
for recurrent wars are certainly the greatest violator of the 
right to life. Waving a flag and wearing a “Right to Life” 
button strikes me as a doubtful posture.

The crossruff is one of the 
most pleasureable hands for 
a declarer to play. The idea 
of taking tricks with low 
cards rather than aces and 
kings is a good one for all 
declarers, and the beginner 
need learn only a few rules 
to apply the proper tech¬ 
niques. 

Today’s interesting game 
deal provides a good exam¬ 
ple of the proper method of 
playing for a crossrufff.

Opening lead: Jack of clubs. 

North decided to show his 
excellent diamond suit be¬ 
fore showing spade support 
and, over South’s minimum 
rebid, he jumped directly to 
the spade game. 

West chose the lead of the 
club jack, the dummy’s 
queen was covered by 
East’s king and South’s ace. 
'ltie play of dummy’s queen 
was more or less automa¬ 


tic. If that card were ever 
•(‘to win a trick, it had to be 
at trick one. 

One of the important ele¬ 
ments of the crossruff is not 
to draw trumps. In a 
crossruff the trumps are 
used separately, and de¬ 
clarer must take steps to 
conserve his trumps and to 
prevent the defense from 
leading them too often. 

With this in mind, de¬ 
clarer prepares for the 
crossruff by leading a heart 
at the second trick. If de¬ 
clarer had led a club instead, 
then the defense could lead 
trumps after that trick and 
after winning a heart trick. 
This would leave declarer 
short of the necessary 
trumps to make the hand. 

After the defense takes 
the heart trick and returns a 
trump, declarer takes care 
to win in his own hand to 
prevent a possible third- 
round overruff in hearts. 

It is now time for the 
crossruff. Declarer ruffs a 
heart with dummy’s small 
trump and cashes the dia¬ 
mond ace. A small diamond 
is ruffed with declarer’s 
trump five and the red suits 
crossruffed in ease and con¬ 
form. 

In all, declarer scores two 
minor Riiit aces, three heart 
ruffs in dummy and five of 
his own trumps. 

In the successful plan for 
a crossruff two rules must 


be followed. Don’t draw 
trumps prematurely, and 
cash the side suit winners 
before crossruffing.

HONG KONG — Nguyen 
Thi Binh, the foreign minister

In a note sent July 2 to the 
chairman of the ICCS, Mrs. 
Binh also charged that the 
Canadian delegation on the 
ICCS ‘‘has taken actions in 
contravention of the letter and 
spirit of the Paris agree¬ 
ment.” 

The Canadian actions, the 
note claimed, are aimed at 
“covering up the serious vio¬ 
lations of the Paris agreement 
on Vietnam by the U.S. and 
the Saigon administration.” 

The note pointed out that 
since the signing of the joint 
communique in Paris on June 
13, 1973, the ICCS had not held 
a single meeting to discuss 
the work of the ICCS regard¬ 
ing the implementation of the 
joint communique. 

Quoting a report by the Viet 
Cong Giaiphong press agency, 
the radio said the note had 
demanded that “the Canadian 
delegation should end its act 
of paralysing the ICCS and 
that the ICCS should resume 
its sessions as soon as possi¬ 
ble.” 

Mrs. Binh had pledged in 
the note that “the PRG has 
always been ready to help 
and co-operate with the ICCS. 
It will do the same in the fu¬ 
ture with a view to creating 
favorable conditions for the 
ICCS.”

Hunt for Officers 
May Take 3 Days 


SAIGON (CP) — Heli¬ 
copters took off this morning 
for what may be a three-day 
search for two Canadian of¬ 
ficers missing for 10 days in 
Viet Cong-controlled territory. 

The hunt began with the 
blessing of the Viet Cong, 
whose spokesmen have insist¬ 
ed they do not know where 
Captains Ian Patten of Toron¬ 
to and Fletcher Thomson of 
Ottawa are to be found. 

The helicopters headejjk for 
the general area of Xuan Loc, 
and the searchers were ex¬ 
pected first to visit the Viet 
Cong divisional headquarters 
there. 

The searchers are expected 
to go to two other sites in the 
territory controlled by the 
communists before finally, on 
Monday, reaching the area 
where the officers disap¬ 
peared. 

Canadian authorities re¬ 
fused all comment and infor¬ 
mation about the search. 
They would not even say it 
had started. 

The Viet Cong said Friday 
that safety agreements had 
been worked out and that a 
search could begin. 

It was learned here that the 
searching helicopters are car¬ 
rying two Canadian officers 
and two NCOs, two Hungarian 
Peace observers and at least 
three representatives of the 
Viet Cong’s Provisional Revo¬ 
lutionary Government. It was 
not clear whether any South 
Vietnamese government rep¬ 
resentatives were aboard. 


Hungary is chairman this 
month of the International 
Commissidh of Control and 
Supervision and joined the Ca¬ 
nadians in negotiating ar¬ 
rangements for the search. 

United States sources have 
said intelligence reports in¬ 
dicate Captains Patten and 
Fletcher are within the Viet 
Cong area in which they dis¬ 


appeared and are being well 
treated. 

They disappeared June 28 
during a road trip from Xuan 
Loc, about 40 miles northeast 
of Saigon. The Canadians 
maintained the officers were 
on official duties for Interna¬ 
tional Commission of Control 
and Supervision while the Viet 
Cong claimed they were not.

He said no meetings 
are scheduled and none will 
be. 

The shutdown followed com¬ 


pletion last weekend of in¬ 
dustry-wide negotiations be¬ 
tween the UPIU and the 
major pulp and paper compa¬ 
nies. The previous contract 
expired the same weekend. 

The pickets are using the 
slogan. No Contract, No 
Work, and claim the picket 
line was set up basically as 
an information point, but it is 
jtlso there to back workers’ 
demands. 

Some of the loudest com¬ 
plaints are coming from the 
steam plant which supplies 
power to the Somass sawmill 


as well as the pulp mill. 
About 80 people have been 
laid off at the sawmill be¬ 
cause of the shutdown. 

Workers say the steam 
plant has had many promises 
from the union, and the com¬ 
pany, concerning wage in¬ 
creases and better working 
conditions, but the proposals 
in the new settlement offer 
were “very distant from those 
they suggested.” 

The job parity sought by the 
steam engineers is that they 
be classed as tradesmen be¬ 
cause “they have to attend 


schools, work a predeter¬ 
mined time before writing 
provincial tests, and they 
must assume a large respon¬ 
sibility for the job they have 
to do.” 

The men also complain that 
a second class steam engineer 
in ALPULP division receives 
$1 an hour less than a man 
doing the same job in Har- 
mac. 

Another complaint is lack of 
danger pay working around 
the recovery boiler system 
that the men say is extremely 
dangerous.

many years on it, we’ve got 
two more major ones. Big 
ones above it and if we don’t 
get up there this summer and 
get the necessary work done 
this could be a very, very 
serious situation.” 

The decision of the PUC

Moncrief says the only ave¬ 
nue he can see is a direct 
approach to the minister of 
municipal affairs a.id ask him 
to intervene one way or the 
other. 

Moncrief said if the PUC 
decision had been accepted by 
Royston, within three to five 
years there would have been 
completed; “brand-new sys¬ 
tem.” 

The dam which was lost in 
flooding conditions last year 
cost the village $120,000 and 
the government only gave 
$45,000 to help with repairs.

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Duncan Gets 
Tax Break 
On Law Costs 


DUNCAN - The City of 
Duncan no longer has tt) pay 
police and law court costs 
which may save the taxpay¬ 
ers here as much as $100,000 
next year. 

Mayor Jim Quaife was told 
that “tha police service will 
continue as it has been in the 
past and that the high stan¬ 
dard will be maintained.” 
Duncan has been exempted 
from paying for the law ad¬ 
ministration because its popu¬ 
lation is below the 5,000 mark. 

The city’s 1973 budget for 
policing and law enforcement 
amounted to $110,000 and the 
new status will save the city 
between *$40,000 and $50,000 
this year. Until the beginning 


of this month the city had to 
pay for seven officers plus 
law- court costs. “Next year 
the benefit will be between 
$80,000 and $100,000 which 
could mean a decrease in the 
mill rate,” Quaife said. 

He added: “I am happy. I 
think It Is an Indication that 
the senior government recog¬ 
nizes its responsibility for po¬ 
lice protection in the smaller 
communities. I hope that 
council will wisely decide as 
to how to spend the money. I 
would like to see some of the 
saved, money go into a contin¬ 
gency fund in case we need 
some special equipment. And 
I think some should go into a 
surplus fund to avoid a tax 
increase next year.”

And nothing less than full 
treatment will meet the water 
quality standards the Pollu¬ 
tion Control Branch has or¬ 
dered the mill to reach by the 
end of 1978, said Rayonier’s 
chief environmental engineer 
Ned Button. 

$30 Per Ton 

Button estimated that full 
treatment would cost the com¬ 
pany between $28 and $30 for 
each ton of pulp produced.

day. 

Button was testifying at the 
sixth day of the hearing at 
which -the company is ap¬ 
pealing the water quality 
standards for 1978. It is also 
requesting an extension of its 
deadline to meet the first 
stage of controls, the con¬ 
struction of a recovery boiler. 

Near Impossible 

The deadline given by the 
branch is Dec. 31. 1975, and 
Button said it would be close 
to impossible to meet that on 
the basis of technical consid¬ 
erations. 

The company is more than 
willing to install such a boiler 
but needs a deadline exten¬ 
sion of at least five months to 
complete it, he said. 

Button, managing environ¬ 
mental engineer for the entire 
Rayonier conglomerate of 
mills across North America, 
said he and his staff had pre¬ 
pared four plans for pollution 
control at the milll. 

Lower Reading 

The first was the recovery 
boiler which alone would 
lower the reading on one pol¬ 
lution index from 1,235 to 
about 280. That figure must 
be reduced to 60 under 
present orders by the end of 
1978. 

Full treatment — by either 
one of two possible methods 
—- would reduce the figure to 
56, he said. The company had 
hoped a second stage of treat¬ 
ment which involved treating 
only two main elements of the 
effluent instead of all of it 
would have worked, but it re¬ 
duced the figure only to 100. 

Save Money 

Cost of the boiler would be 
about $30.1 million, he said. It 
would, however, save the 
company some money once it 
was operating because reco¬ 
vered wood fibre and sulphur 
could be used again, and the 
heat generated could be used 
for power. 

The savings could be more 
than $2 million a year, but the 
operating costs of. it would 
still be about another $2 mil¬ 
lion a year wheq interest 
charges, depreciation, mainte¬ 
nance costs, insurance and 
taxes were taken into consid¬ 
eration. 

Cost Increase 

Overall, building the boiler 
would mean an increase in 
production costs of $11.77 for 
each ton of pulp produced. 

Capital costs for the full 
treatment of effluent are not 
so great as that for the boil¬ 
er, said Button — an extra 
$12.5 million for one method, 
$12.6 million for the other. 

One method would involve 
the diking up of a lagoon in 
part of the inlet behind the 
mill. This would then work as 
a settling and aeration pond 
to treat the effluent. 


~ the operating costs - 
would be considerably higher 
for full treatment of effluent, 
said Button. 

Extra Staff 

Either system would re¬ 
quire more staff to run it and 
more maintenance costs, and 
neither would increase the 
company’s savings. 

The yearly operating costs 
for the lagoon method would 
be ab6ut $4.9 million and for 
the sludge method about $5.3 
million. This would lead to an 
overall per-ton cost for the 
lagoon method/of $28.17 and 
for the sludge method of 
$30.68. 

More Time 

Button said the boiler could 
not likely be in operation by 
the given 1975 deadline be¬ 
cause it would take 32 months 
to construct it after final 
plans were approved. There 
are now only 30 months be¬ 
fore the given date. 

For example, it took two 
years just to get delivery of a 
necessary turbo-generator. 

Button said he felt the 1978 
controls were too strict. He 
disagreed with the branch’s 
policy of not differentiating 
between dissolving-sulphite 
mills (like Port Alice), kraft 
pulp mills, sulphite paper 
mills, and kraft paper mills in

determining water quality 
standards. 

He noted that to meet stan¬ 
dards many kraft mills need¬ 
ed to reduce their effluent by 
only 10 per cent to 30 per 
c&nt. Sulphite paper mills had 
to reduce theirs by only 60 per 
cent. 

But dissolving-sulphite pulp 
mills had to reduce theirs by 
at least 80 per cent, and pos¬ 
sibly as much as 97 per cent 
if they didn't have a recovery 
system. 

Earlier in the diy, Roger 
Tollefson, an environmental 
researcher for Rayonier, con¬ 
cluded his testimony after 
being on the witness stand for 
more than six hours.. 

Fish Kills 

Tollefson admitted there 
had been “several” fish kills 
at the mills this year and over 
the past few years. He said he 
believed the cause of the kills 
was hydrogen sulfide gas 
which bubbled to the surface 
of the water when Neroutsos 
Inlet near the mill was 
dredged to clear it of sludge. 

He said that to keep the dis¬ 
solved oxygen levels in the 
water at a proper level the 
company was having to cut 
back 30 per cent and more 
during the summer, but 
wouldn’t have to cut back at 
all during the winter. 

The hearing, before board 
chairman Valter Raudsepp 
and two other environmental 
experts will continue July 16 
at the Victoria Law Courts.

Troll-boat owners will be 
meeting up and down the 
Vancouver Island coast today 
to decide what action they 
should take in the light of a 
strike Friday by 7,000 
members of the United Fi¬ 
shermen and Allied Workers 
Union. 

The trollers, which have 
been fishing since the salmon 
season opened April 15, have 
been arriving in port this 
week to unload the most re¬ 
cent catch before the strike 
closed fishing plants as well 
as idling net-fishing boats. 

It is expected that it will be 
Monday or Tuesday before 
any of the trollers put to sea 
again, although Merv Ellis, 
manager of the 750-member 
Pacific Troller Association 
says that association Is in a 
position to see that fishing 
continues, if that is what 
members want. 

“We are the largest deep- 
sea fishing fleet in the world 
and wc arc capable of making 
arrangements for the market¬ 
ing of our products and ob¬ 
taining all the supplies neces¬ 
sary to properly conduct our 
business outside of Canada,” 
said Ellis. 

As the noon strike deadline 
neared and late boats were 
unloaded, salmon prices went, 
sky high. 

Coho salmon, which on 
Wednesday were bringing 81 
cents a pound, was up to $1.10 
a pound as buyers scrambled 
for business and springs w’ere 
bringing up to $1.75 a pound, 
according to Ellis. 

However, spokesmen for the 
UFAWU say that the top fish 
prices are not of prime con¬ 
cern to the 3,500 net fisher¬ 
men out on strike for better 
minimum prices. 

It is the prices at the bot¬ 
tom of the scale that they are 
arguing about, mare than 
anything else. 

They have been asking for 
24 cents a pound this year for 


pinks and 2814 cents next 
year, while the Fisheries As¬ 
sociation of B.C. has offered 
ISV 2 and 19U cents a pound. 

There is also a disagree¬ 
ment about the price of salm¬ 
on roe, with the fishermen 
asking for $1.50 a pound this 
year and $1.75 a pound next 
year and pointing to overseas 
areas where companies are 
paying $3 a pound for the 
product. The association does 
not wish to negotiate a price 
for roe. 

Also involved in the strike 
are about 500 tendermen — 
the men who pack the catch 
from ship to shore — and 
3,500 slioreworkers who are 
asking for higher wages and 
fringe benefits. 

In Victoria between 60 and 
70 workers at B.C. Packers 
plant at Ogden Point are 
involved, and there are also 
three small non-union fish 
plants -^.Oakland Industries, 
Dennis "‘Sftelifish and Coast 
Shellfish, but the UFAWU has 
said it will picket them if the 
attempt to process fish. 

UFAWU president Homer 
Stevens estimates that it will 
be about a week before the ef¬ 
fects of the strike are noticed 
in the market place. 

He sajd stores of fresh fish 
might run out in a few days in 
some places, but that At will 
be 10 days to two weeks be¬ 
fore the effect of the strike on 
supplies of frozen or canned 
fish becomes noticeable. 

Stevens said wages are a 
major issue for shoreworkers, 
most of whom earn less than . 
$3.50 an hour. 

Shoreworkers want in¬ 
creases of 80 cents an hour 
this year and next, with equal 
pay for women, and they have 
been offered 60 cents arV hour 
this year and 50 cents an hour 
next. 

Tendermen earning between 
$583 and $784 a month under 
the old contract are asking 
for a $160 monthly increase 
this year and $120 next year. 
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Described by city zoning 
chairman Aid. Mike Young as 
“a pure and simple over¬ 
sight,” the omission was no¬ 
ticed recently by planning 
staff when Reid sought a 
building permit for his two- 
tower proposal.

Lot consolidation Is not a 
complicated procedure, in¬ 
dicated a senior city official, 
and involves only around $200 
worth of land surveyor’s fees. 
It is always written into land- 
use contracts because the city 
does not want the original 
owner who negotiated a con¬ 
tract with the city to be 
to sell off the lots involved to 
two or more separate develop¬ 
ers. A zoning bylaw require¬ 
ment also prohibits one struc¬ 
ture to be built on two distinct 
lots. 

It is not necessary for Reid 
to renegotiate a land-use con¬ 
tract with the city, said the 
official, but only to 
an extension of the 90-day 
land-consolidation period. 

“His case is not helped by 
the fact that he’s late in ap¬ 
plying, but that doesn’t put 
him out of the ball game al¬ 
together.’.’ 

Young said he did not think 
“the city should take an ad¬ 
vantage of a technicality,” 
especially as the city had not 
been “prejudiced” by Reid’s 
solicitors’ failure to consoli¬ 
date. 

However, now that the city 
had the opportunity, he want¬ 
ed council to press for., some 
agreement from Reid over 
how he “will organize the 
phasing of his development.” 

Young said it appeared 
Reid intended only to build 
one of the two towers in the 
proposal at this time-^toe 
apartment tower-leaving the 
other structure until later. 
“We don’t want a half-con¬ 
structed development that 
looks «wful.” 

Pollen said it was not a 
question of council taking ad¬ 
vantage of a technical error. 
A contract calls for “specific 
performance” o f certain 
clauses, he said, and the lot- 
consolidation clause was 
hardly "insignificant,” other¬ 
wise “why would it be in the 
contract?” ___ 

Reid was not available for 
comment as to why his solici¬ 
tors had failed to comply with 
the contract. A spokesman 
said Reid was “a busy man” 
and “he has nothing to say 
regarding this matter.”

HONG KONG — Nguyen 
Thi Binh. the foreign minister 
of the Viet Cong Provisional 
Revolutionary Government, 
has slammed Canada for 
"paralysing the International 
Commission of Control and 
Supervision.” Radio Peking 
reported today. 

In a note sent July 2 to the 
chairman of the ICCS. Mi’s 
Binh also charged that the 
Canadian delegation on the 
ICCS "has taken actions in 
contravention of the letter and 
spirit of the Paris agree¬ 
ment.” 

The Canadian actions, the 
note claimed, are aimed at 
"covering up the serious vio¬ 
lations of the Paris agreement 
on Vietnam by the U.S. and 
the Saigon administration.” 

The note pointed out that 
since the signing of the joint 
communique in Paris on June 
13, 1973, the ICCS had not held 
a single meeting to discuss 
the work of the ICCS regard¬ 
ing the implementation of the 
joint communique. 

Quoting a report by the Viet 
Cong Giaiphong press agency, 
the radio said the note had 
demanded that "the Canadian 
delegation should end its act 
of paralysing the ICCS and 
that the ICCS should resume 
its sessions as soon as possi¬ 
ble.” 

Mrs. Binh had pledged in 
the note that "the PRG has 
always been ready to help 
and cooperate with the ICCS. 
It will do the same in the fu¬ 
ture with a view to creating 
favorable conditions for the 
ICCS.”

Hunt for Officers 
May Take 3 Days 


SAIGON (CP) — Heli¬ 
copters took off this morning 
for what may be a three-day 
search for two Canadian of¬ 
ficers missing for 10 days in 
Viet Cong-controlled territory. 

The hunt began with the 
blessing of the Viet Cong, 
whose spokesmen have insist¬ 
ed they do not know where 
Captains Ian Patten of Toron¬ 
to and Fletcher Thomson of 
OHawa are to be found. 

The helicopters headed for 
the general area of Xuan Loc, 
and the searchers were 'ex¬ 
pected first to visit the Viol 
Cong divisional headquarters 
there. 

The searchers are expected 
to go to two other sites in the 
territory controlled by the 
communists before finally, on 
Monday, reaching the area 
where the officers —disap¬ 
peared. 

Canadian authorities re¬ 
fused all comment and infor¬ 
mation about the search. 
They would not even say it 
had started. 

The Viet Cong said Friday 
that safety agreements had 
been worked out and that a 
search could begin. 

It was learned here that the 
searching helicopters are car¬ 
rying two Canadian officers 
and two NCOs, two Hungarian 
Peace observers and at least 
three representatives of the 
Viet Cong’s Provisional Revo¬ 
lutionary Government. It was 
not clear whether any South 
Vietnamese government rep¬ 
resentatives were aboard. 


Hungary is chairman this 
month of the International 
Commission of Control and 
Supervision and joined the Ca¬ 
nadians in negotiating ar¬ 
rangements for the search. 

United States sources have 
said intelligence reports in¬ 
dicate Patten and Fletcher 
are within the Viet Cong 
area in which they dis¬ 


appeared and are being well 
treated. 

They disappeared June 28 
during a road trip from Xuan 
Loc, about 40 miles northeast 
of Saigon. The Canadians 
maintained the officers were 
on official duties for Interna¬ 
tional Commission of Control 
and Supervision while the Viet 
Cong claimed they were not.

All 20 Now Facing 
Narcotics Charges

RCMP officials and federal 
prosecutors are now pressing 
two serious narcotics charges 
against the 20 persons arrest¬ 
ed last weekend in northwest 
Vancouver Island waters in 
the Marysville-Gondola case. 

A joint charge of conspiracy 
to possess cannabis resin, the 
legal name of hashish, for the 
purpose of trafficking was 
read against all 20 in Provin¬ 
cial Court at North Van¬ 
couver. 

And a charge of conspiracy 
to import narcotics, already 
laid against the seven men 
aboard the Canadian fishboat 
Gondola, was broadened to in¬ 
clude three of the men aboard 
the former U.S. minesweeper 
Marysville. 

One of the three was Alex¬ 
ander Edward deRenzy, 37, 
skipper and owner of the 
Marysville and a well-known 
San Francisco blue movie 
maker. 

The federal justice depart¬ 
ment's decision to go ahead 
with narcotics charges came 
only one day after the RCMP 
announced the discovery 
Wednesday of a big narcotics
